Filming Of Death 
Protested By Hill

AUSTIN. Tex. (UPI) - The Texas 
attorney general, who says the idea of 
televising executions is “utter non­ 
sense,” has announced plans to ap­ 
peal a decision allowing filming of 
electrocutions. 
Attorney General John Hill said 
Thursday he and Texas Department 
of Corrections officials would appeal 
U.S. District Judge William Taylor’s 
recent ruling which would permit 
filming executions. 
“The public display of an execution 
into the television media and into 
homes of this country would be utter 
nonsense,” said Hill. “There are some 
things we just don’t do.” 
Taylor’s ruling this week over­ 
turned a Texas Department of 


Corrections ruling excluding the news 
media from witnessing executions. 
Taylor said representatives of the 
wire services could directly view the 
executions, and other journalists 
could watch from a nearby room. 
In issuing his order, however, 
Taylor also said television and radio 
newsmen should be allowed to film 
and record the execution, and it is that 
part of the ruling which Hill said h? 
would appeal. 
“Our objection is to the televised 
part of the order,” he said. “This 
would be violence in its extremest 
form.” 
Hill said he did not object to 
coverage of executions by “pool” 
reporters and said other newsmen 
should be allowed to view executions.

By STEWART FOWELL 
BOSTON (U PI)— A three-day air 
and sea search of a section of the 
North Atlantic the size of California 
for the missing tanker Grand Zenith 
has turned up some wooden planks, an 
orange buoy, floating garbage and 
splotches of oil. 
But the 642-foot tanker, with its 
cargo of 8.2 million gallons of in­ 
dustrial fuel and 38 Chinese crewmen, 
apparently has vanished without a 
trace. 
“We have found all kinds of things, 
but we haven’t found anything that we 
can trace back to the tanker,” Coast 
G uardsm an R ichard G riggs said 
Thursday. 
Griggs said the Coast Guard cutter 
Dallas today was expected to get a 
closer look at some planks spotted 
from the air. “She’ll get near those 
planks and conduct her own search in

“Once we exhaust all possibilities, 
after we touch all the bases, then we’ll 
quit,” Griggs said. "We could suspend 
it after one more day or we could 
continue for a week. The decision is a 
day-to-day thing.” 
“Nobody’s happy to suspend a 
search. But when you’ve explored all 
the avenues, you know you’ve done all 
you could.” 
Ships at sea in the major North 
Atlantic shipping lanes have been 
alerted to watch for the missing 
Panamanian-flag tanker built in 
Quincy 23 years ago. Neither tran­ 
satlantic aircraft nor satellites have 
been used to aid the search, the Coast 
Guard said. 
With no trace of the ship’s sticky 
cargo found in the 150,000 square 
miles canvassed, the Coast Guard 
said the tanker could have carried its 
cargo to the ocean floor. The ocean is 
more than 6,000 feet deep in much of 
the search area, 540 miles east of New 
England. 
“There’s a strong possibility (the 
oil) is trapped and we’ll never see it,” 
Coast Guardsman Bill Van Valken- 
burg said. 
The Coast Guard said it was not 
known if the tanker’s lifeboats had 
survival gear or food. “If they did 
have a chance to get to liferafts and 
over the side, it’s possible they’re still 
adrift out there,” Van Valkenburg 
said. 
The captain of the aging vessel 
radioed eight days ago the ship had 
encountered heavy seas 60 miles south 
of Nova Scotia and had slowed to six to 
eight knots. 
Mutiny was ruled out. “I can’t even 
verify the fact that it’s being con­ 
sidered,” Van Valkenburg said. “We 
assume the ship sank.” 
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Postal Hearings Set 


Fewer Deliveries Or Higher Rates?

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The 
postal 
com m ission 
wants to know if you would 
rather make do with three 
mail deliveries a week in­ 
stead of six, or pay 25 cents 
per stamp within the next 
eight years. 
The new Commission on 
Postal Service must advise 
Congress by March 25 what 
it should do to meet drastic 
changes expected by 1985. 
“Probably 40 per cent of 
the first class mail is going 
to disappear in the next 
decade,” Executive Director 
David Minton said in an 
interview. “Banks now move 
money between each other 
electronically.” 
The 
big 
question 
is 
whether the public is willing 
to pay the higher costs this 
volume loss will bring about, 
and whether they prefer to 
pay it in taxes, increased 
postage rates, or both, or 
prefer to make it up with loss 
of some current services, 
Minton said. 
The nine-member com ­ 
mission plans hearings in 
coming weeks in Washington 
and 17 other cities to hear 
from big mail users and 
small ones alike. 
Congress also wants an­ 
swers 
to 
im m ediate 
problems — whether to 
increase subsidies to meet 
Postal Service deficits, or 
resume setting mail rates by 
law instead of leaving it to a 
commission 
The rate problem became 


an immediate concern when 
a Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled 
that 
rates 
have 
violated congressional intent 
by requiring first class mail 
to pay more than its share of 
postal costs. 
The Postal Service Board 
of Governors, which will 
appeal, believes Congress 
intended to give favored 
rates to lower classes of mail 
because of such factors as 
the public’s interest in low- 


cost 
distribution 
of 
newspapers and magazines 
and even advertising. 
The board warned that 
higher rates would drive 
away lower class users, 
leaving first class mailers 
with an even greater burden 
in supporting the Postal 
Service — the opposite of the 
effect the court intended. 
But the big switch the 
commission is trying to 
prepare for, according to 


Minton, is electronic tran­ 
sfer of money. 
“Financial 
transactions 
between retail stores and 
their customers account for 
about 35 per cent of the total 
first class mail volume,” 
Minton said. “ When the 
public reaches acceptance to 
the point they are willing to 
have money taken out of 
their bank 
account 
elec­ 
tronically they won’t have to 
use first class mail.”

That is the thrust of the 
ABC News Closeup, “Justice 
on Trial,” to be broadcast 
Jan 7, 10-11 pm ,, Eastern 
tim e 
The Closeup also 
marks Howard K. Smith’s 
debut as perm anent an­ 
chorman for the documen­ 
tary series. 
The strength of the show is 
its willingness to make 
statements, instead of on- 
the-onehand, 
on-the-other- 
hand balanced reporting, to 
be admired in a news story, 
but which can smack of 
N O W P L A Y I N G ! 
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fence-straddling 
in 
a 
documentary. 
One of the documentary’s 
strongest points is that today 
crime all too often does pay; 
that the criminal stands a 
good chance of going free in 
a system in which plea- 
bargaining prevails and 
overcrowded courts find 
their main funnction not in 
determining guilt but 
in 
sentencing 
The weakness of the show 
lies in a scattergun approach 
that lends a disorganized 
feel to the proceedings as 
they hop from victim to 
criminal to experts in law 
and justice. 
The injustices to the 
victim of crime are clearly 
illustrated, particularly in 
the case of Sally Ann Morris, 
a Washington, D C. woman 
who was shot in the back 
while out with a friend. The 
suspects in the case were 
arrested — and back on the 
street before she was out of 
the hospital.

Okay lettuce 
in bulk diet 
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By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
writing to you in regard to 
surgery which I had eight 
years ago for a diverticulum. 
After the surgery I was placed 
on a bland diet and suffered 
gas pains until I started using 
your hulk program. Now I am 
practically free of gas, so 
would lettuce salads included 
in my diet he all right? I am 
dying to consume a lettuce or 
tossed salad. 
DEAR READER - Gas 
pains are often a symptom of 
s p a s t i c 
c o l on . 
Many 
authorities think a spastic 
colon leads to forming those 
pesky pockets of the colon 
called diverticula. A diet that 
includes plenty of cereal fiber 
in bran and bran products 
often helps rel ieve the 
problem. 
Those wretched bland diets 
that were commonly prescrib­ 
ed for colon problems and 
diverticulosis until a few 
years ago actually made the 
problem worse. I am not sur­ 
prised that you had symptoms 
from gas. 
Once the colon resumes nor­ 
mal functioning you should be 
able to return to a near­ 
normal diet. Go ahead and try 
lettuce in a small amount for 
several days, and if all goes 
well increase the amount to 
the level you wish to include in 
your diet. 
Even if you eat some gas- 
forming fowls, normal colon 
function will keep the gas 
from being trapped and caus­ 
ing symptoms. To give you 
more information about the 
causes of gas and gas symp­ 
toms I am sending you The 
Health Letter, 6-8, Controlling 
G aseousness. Others who

Dear Doc: Is it unusual for 
Swedish ivy to flower? 
They’re kind of pretty and 
we wouldn’t mind its hap­ 
pening again. 
It’s not unheard of— 
generally happens in fall 
when the plants are big and 
starved. Regular feeding 
with nitrogen plant foods will 
diminish flowering. 


Dear Doc: When is the 
best time to put iron around 
our dogwood tree! 
Whenever it needs it. And 
probably often! Alkaline 


soils and dogwoods don’t 
really go hand-in-root, so 
frequent corrections are 
needed. The five keys to 
dogwood success: select a 
site with deep soil and shade 
from larger trees overhead; 
plant with generous amounts 
(like 75 percent) of peat 
moss; apply a soil acidifier 
every three or four months; 
apply chelated iron to the 
soil every three to four 
months and spray the tree 
(keep off painted, masonary 
surfaces) with copperas 
every 3-4 months.

Now all that’s more an­ 
swer than you expected, but 
it all surely is needed. 
Dear Doc: How do you get 
mistletoe out of trees? I 
assume ifs doing harm?? 
Good 
assumption, 
as 
mistletoe is parasitic. About 
all you can do is prune the 
pest out. Clip off affected 
small twigs. For larger 
clumps on bigger limbs, 
remove the mistletoe by 
brimming back into the wood 
of the limb. Mistletoe is 
usually deeply embedded 
into the limbs and quickly 
comes back if it’s not 
surgically removed.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
very much concerned about 
the number of young people 
who are controlling their 
weight by upchucking. My 
daughter does this about three 
or four t i m e s a we ek, 
whenever she feels she has 
over-eaten. She tells me many 
of her friends do this too. She 
is almost 20 years old. 
Will this cause her trouble 
in later years? Is it injurious? 
DEAR READER — Isn’t it 
a shame with so many people 
not having enough to eat that 
people in our society engage 
in over-eating then vomiting? 
It certainly says something 
about the self-discipline of our 
comfort-, pleasure-bent socie­ 
ty- 
The practice is not new. The 
ancient Romans did it during 
their orgies. A person would 
eat and drink to capacity, 
leave the banquet scene, 
relieve himself and return to 
gorge again. 
The first danger is that 
forceful vomiting may cause a 
tear of the lower esophagus. 
This can c a u s e s e v e r e 
hemorrhage and is a medical 
emergency. 
The next and more likely 
problem is that individuals 
engaging in this practice to 
stay thin may over do it and 
slip into “anorexia nervosa,” 
a disorder of not eating, or 
even vomiting to the point 
that serious starvation oc­ 
curs. This then becomes a 
major psychiatric problem as 
well as a nutritional disorder. 
The obvious solution is not 
to eat so much. Some young 
girls in particular become 
obsessed with being thin and 
have a mistaken idea about 
their own body. They think 
they are fat when in reality 
they are thin. We all have a 
mental image of our body, hut 
in these young girls the body 
image is often distorted from 
reality.

D EAR POLLY — Does anyone have any suggestions 
as to how I can keep my mattress from sliding? I have 
tried rotating the m attress but that did not help. —

foam rubber placed between the mattress and box 
spring?

DEAR PO LLY — I want to pass on some Pointers from a 
florist as well as my own happy experience with growing gar­ 
denias. About five years ago my children gave me such a 
plant From it I have grown seven baby plants by putting cut­ 
tings in water and then potting them three weeks later. They 
like the morning sun as well as weekly showers to wet the 
leaves completely. Do not allow the soil to dry out. I use tepid 
water once a week when the plant is indoors. During the three 
months vacation on the patio, where it is in filtered sunlight, I 
water daily and also shower the plant off during the sum m er 
heat This has kept my gardenia plant blooming and healthy. I 
hope it will also help the reader who has such a plant. — MRS. 
D.T. 
DEAR PO LLY - I keep my gardenias in partial sun 
summer and winter, and as the leaves need moisture I spray 
the plant every other day. When it is brought indoors in the fall 
I trim it back In the early spring I add some wood ashes to the 
soil for the acid the plant needs. My plant blooms the year 
round and I have had as many as IOO flowers at one time. 
(Polly's note — This must be a huge plant.) — MRS. W D

about my Pet Peeve. It concerns ’’misplaced persons" who 
cannot make satisfactory identification when they need to 
cash a check and so on.

barrassing and inconvenient. When one lives in a small town 
this is no problem but in a large city it presents many 
problems. — N S.
